But thus far the United States

The talk of force probably | 
contains some element of trial 
balloon pressure by the Eden 
government on Britain’s west- 
ern allies and on Egypt. 

But Eden personally is being 
pushed by a large group of his | 
own supporters in Parliament 
to stop what they call the scut- 
fling of British interests in the 
Middle East. In France, too, 
there is strong pressure for ac- 
tion against Nasser because of 
his support of the Arab rebels 
in Algeria. 

The British group, known as 
the “Suez rebels,” opposed the 
British-Egyptian accord of 1954 
withdrawing British troops from | 
the Suez canal zone.

Chinese «side of 
the border,” a Foreign Office 
statement said. 

There was no accurate count 
of the strength of the Chinese 
force, but estimates here put 
the total at not less than 500 
troops. Chinese patrols have 
crossed Burma’s border in small 
numbers inthe past, but have 
withdrawn after Burmese pro- 
tests. The Chinese Communists 
have blamed these incidents on 
errors of. local commanders 
along the poorly defined border. 

Military sources said Chinese 
and Burmese troops’*now were 
facing each other across a 200- 
yard strip at many points in 
the mountainous area about 100 
miles east of Lashio.

Fred M. Mersinger, whose ac- 
counting firm received about 40 
per cent of the ‘state auditing 
business from Illinois while Or- 
ville E. Hodge was state audi- 
tor, made a $10,000 “loan” to 
Hodge soon after Hodge took of- 
fice in 1953, Mersinger said to- 
day. Repayment has not been 
made, he added. 

In’ the three and one-half 
years Hodge was auditor before

79 ARAB REBELS | 


ALGIERS, Aug. 1 (UP) — 
French forces killed 79 na- 
tionalist rebels in four sep- 
arate skirmishes in Algeria 
yesterday. Most of the ex- 
tremists were in uniform, gu- 
thorities said. 

Twenty-nine were killed in 
two encounters near Palestro, 
southeast of Algiers.

This second division of funds

Immediately after President 
Eisenhower signed the federal 
highway legislation June 29, 
Weeks moved to provide $1,125,- 
000,000 to the states for the | 
current fiscal year which began | 
July 1. 

Early Start Forecast. 

He said at the time that he 
expected the first construction 
to get under way within three 
months and that the program 
should be rolling by Jan. 1. 

The federal aid road pro- 
gram calls for a spending of 
about 33 billion dollars in the 
next 13 to 15 years. The bulk 
of the funds provided by Con- 
gress will go for construction 
of the 41,000-mile interstate 
system. 

The Federal Government pro- 
vides 90 per cent and state and 
local governments 10 per cent 
for construction of the inter- 
state roads. On building pri- 
mary and secondary state roads 
and urban highways the Feder- 
al Government and states put up 
the money on a 50-50 basis. 

Weeks said that “This second 
record installment makes pos- 
sible greatly enlarged activity 
by the state and the Federal 
Government. 

Permits Planning. 

“Simultaneously with current 
awarding of contracts and actual | 
construction under funds ap- 
portioned in June, the new au- | 
thorization permits states to be- 
gin preliminary planning, loca- 
tion, surveys and other prepara- 
tions by engineers for getting 
all types of federal-aid. road 
projects ready for contracts.” | 


He said that ordinarily the. 
new apportionment of funds for | 
the next fiscal year would not 
have been made until the end of 
the calendar year 1956. He said 
the action is being taken now 
to carry out the intent of Con-

1956— The Public Housing 
Administration let 75,000 new 
contracts in three and one-half 
years under President Eisen- 
hower. The President asked for 
authority for 35,000 new units 
in each of the next two fiscal 
years. But his Administration 
was fighting just as hard to 
keep the nas pe fog gies 
from going much further.

Mrs. Hobby’s Committee. 


Mrs. Hobby, doubtless aware 
of an Eisenhower campaign 
promise to extend the system 
and increase benefits “after all 
these inadequate years,” ap- 
pointed a 12-member committee 
of experts that brought out spe- 
ciffe recommendations. Even 
the most partisan Democrats, 
with few exceptions, will give 
the Eisenhower Administration 
full credit for devising a good 
plan and getting it through a 
Republican congress. 

The Administration and Mrs. 
Hobby are likewise given credit 
for advances in vocational re- 
habilitation work and broaden- 
ing of the Hill-Burton hospital 
construction act.

T was noon on June 27, 

1956, when our KLM Con- 

stellation took off from New 
York's Idlewild Airport on the 
first lap of our eventful jour- 
ney. 

For the pilot and his crew it 
was, no doubt, a routine flight, 
but for nine of his passengers 
this was an historic mission—a 
rendezvous hoped for and 
prayed for, for more-than 20 
years. 


We were a delegation of 
American rabbis to the Soviet 
Union—the first such official 
party to pierce the Iron Cur- 
tain in more than 20 years. 
Representing the largest Jew- 
ish community in the world, we 
were headed half-way around 
the globe to extend our friend- 
ship to our Russian co-religion- 
ists, so long cut off from con- 
tact with the free world. 


It was with considerable emo- 
tion that our little group 
watched the American skyline 
disappear. We were heading 
toward the land which had once 
been the home of our fore-

She was 
also under heavy congressional 
fire for “the lack of a plan to 
assure fair distribution when 
supplies, which had been shut 
off for weeks pending retests, 
became available. 

Throughout the furor. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower supported her 
fully, and Mrs. Hobby had no 
apologies. 

“No one could have foreseen 
the public demand,” she said.

fathers; where, in our parents’ 
and their parents’ day, the most 
creative centers of Judaism had 
flourished with outstanding 
scholars and learned academies 
expounding and expanding the 
great heritage of Judaism.

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Sen. Kefauver Withdraws 


Adlai E. Stevenson has taken another long 
stride toward the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation as a result of the withdrawal in his favor 
by Senator Kefauver. Not only does he gain a 
substantial blee of votes on the first ballot. 
Even more significant, an important nucleus for 


any stop-Stevenson movement has been dis- 
solved. 
For some, time—ever since the California 


primary, in fact—it has seemed clear that Gov. 
Stevenson could be denied his party’s nomina- 
tion only if by some miracle Gov. Harriman 
could develop enough strength to make a hold- 
ing combination with Senator Kefauver and 
various favorite sons. Judging by appearances, 
Gov. Harriman has not done very well at de- 
veloping that needed strength for himself. But 
now that there is no Kefauver bloc of 165 
votes to combine with, he will face extreme 
difficulties in trying to stop the man he favored 
before he got the bug so badly himself. 


Why did Senator Kefauver throw his strength 
to Gov. Stevenson instcad of to Gov. Harriman? 
He may have recognized the party’s 1952 nomi- 
nee as the superior candidate, both on principle 
and as a campaigner. But if so he was probably 
moved by some very practical political consid- 
erations as well. 

As Gov. Stevenson's strength has risen, all 
non-Stevenson delegates have fallen prey to 
a growing restlessness. Anxious to get on the 
right bandwagon in time, many of Senator Ke- 
fauver'’s delegates may well have been gravitat- 
ing toward Stevenson, and could not have been 
thrown to Harriman had the Senator wished to 
do it. Furthermore Senator Kefauver himself 
must have been subject to the same magnetic 
influences. The “realistic” appraisal which he 
says preceded his decision undoubtedly led to 
the conclusion that Gov. Stevenson was going 
somewhere and Gov. Harriman. was not. 

There is, of course, the added possibility that 
Senator Kefauver has bowed out as part of a 
deal with the Stevenson forces. We think this 
unlikely and both sides deny it. But if there 
is ho deal, it is not beyond possibility that 
the Senator acted in the hope of a suitable re- 
ward. Despite his repeated disavowals of inter- 
est in the vice presidential nomination, he is 
sure to be mentioned for it more widely than 
ever now. Some “practical” politicians view a 
Stevenson-Kefauver ticket as a “natural.” 

Many independent voters, however, would 
like to see a ticket which stood for something 
more than mere political availability. This 
would require a candidate for Vice President 
who was qualified to help carry the burdens of 
the presidency, especially in liaison with Capi- 
tol Hill—and a candidate who was fully quall- 
fied to take over the presidency itself if nec- 
essary. 

That kind of ticket is not fashioned by deals 
or by exercises in political availability. It calls 
for the selection of a vice. presidential candi- 
date who, as nearly as possible, is the equal in 
talents and experience of the presidential can- 
didate. And as voters this year are likely to 
be giving special attention to the kind of No. 2 
men nominated by each party, the Democrats 
would be wise to go beyond the conventional 
formulas in selecting theirs. 
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Yes or No on the ‘County’ Offices 

Do the Charter Freeholders possess sufficient 
power to place St. Louis’s so-called “county” 
offices under municipal control? 

This is by all odds the single most important 
question covering the extent of the Freeholders’ 
autherity.. The county offices are established by 
state law to perform local administrative func- 
tions. And while the city must foot the bill for 
their support, it actually enjoys no real control 
over them. They are in the city but not actually 
of it. 

In practice the head of each of these offices 
is a patronage-dispensing political prince who 
looks not to the Mayor's office for leadership 
but. to Jefferson City. The offices are elective 
and their terms, salaries and number of ap- 
pointees are fixed by the Legislature. 


The very existence of these archaic and bur- 
densome accretions presents a hard challenge to 
Freeholders sincerely interested in creating a 
frame for sound and efficient local government. 
Undoubtedly the county offices at the very 
least ought to be brought completely under 
municipal control and their workers placed in 
the city’s civil service system. 

But can they be? Are there not legal impedi- 
ments tending to frustrate what is undoubtedly 
the will of the people in this matter? Some ex- 
perts say Yes, others say No; but none save the 
Missouri Supreme Court can speak with legally 
compelling authority. The court has been silent. 

Now, however, the Freeholders have managed 
to bring the question directly to the high 
court’s attention, and this could clear up the 
matter for once and all. The only difficulty 
might arise if the court delayed unduly in mak- 
ing its voice heard. The Freeholders must 
complete their work by t May. Let us hope 
the court speaks soon enSugh for a favorable 
opinion to be-acted upon. 
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Is Red China Going Into Burma? 

“The twisting, tortuous, thousand-mile border 
between Burma and Red China defines one of 
the most inaccessible and little-known frontiers 


of the world. Several hundred Red troops, ac- — 


cording to Rangoon, have invaded this wild and 
largely unsettled section along a 500-mile arc 
with penetration up to 60 miles. 

Since Burma, which has tried to remain 
neutral between China and the West, has a 
small and poorly equipped army and is the 
weak spot in Southeast Asia’s anti-Communist 
defenses, her situation is serious if Peiping is 
intent on a real invasion. 

It may be that these troops, which appear to 
be in small strength for the territory they are 
deployed in, will be withdrawn as a result of 
the protests Rangoon has made to Peiping. But 
if a Red army materializes behind these patrols, 
then peaceful Burma can do little more than 
appeal to the United Nations or to SEATO. 

It was only in September, 1954, that U Kyaw 
Nyein, then acting Foreign Minister, said of 
Chou En-lai’s visit and protestations of good 
faith: “They will not break their commitment 
for, perhaps, two years or so.” Certainly Burma, 
which in 1952 finally won out after four years 
of fighting Communist uprisings, infiltration and 
subversion, knows that her position is precarious. 

It is not forgotten in Burma that China has 
claimed part or all of Burma for centuries. The 
border has been in dispute from time to time 
since Britain 4nnexed Upper ‘Burma in 1886. 
The late Dr. Sun Yat-sen advanced China’s claim, 
Chinese maps found in Indonesia and other 
countries recently have shown Burma as part 
of China. | 

The Mekong River valley, which cuts through 
Burma, is just as suited to Peiping’s purposes 
as was the Danube to Moscow's needs in Europe. 
The mighty Mekong leads to Cambodia and 
Thailand. And as Lenin said {" years ago: 


“The road from Moscow to Paris lies through 
Peiping, Shanghai and Caicutta.” That is why 
what happens in the Burma-China border is of 
such importance. 
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Crude Counsel on Suez 


Russian support of Egypt’s seizure of the 
Suez Canal is in line with the Kremlin's efforts 


to extend its influence in the Arab world, but’ 


it is hardly in accord with the peaceful protes- 
tations Khrushchev has been making to the West. 

The Communist warning against starting a 
war is a deliberate misinterpretation of the 
cautious discussions in London. It is obviously 
calculated to put the Western powers in a false 
light. And the gratuitous opinion that the 
Soviet Union considers “mistaken the policy of 
pressure on Egypt” is an invitation to appease- 
ment and diplomatic defeat for the West. 

No responsible Western statesman desires to 
make this a cause for war, but neither can it be 
accepted without counter-measures, or what the 
Russians call “pressure.” 

Walter Lippmann points out on the opposite 
page that if the West were to accept the seizure 
of the canal it would open itself to expropria- 
tions and contract cancellations throughout the 
Middle East. Arab oil, essential to Europe, 
would be most vulnerable. For that reason 
alone Nasser's decision cannot be allowed to 
stand without modification. 

True, he promises not to interfere with inter- 
national commerce. But the Egyptian blockade 
of Israeli shipments casts deep doubt over this 
promise. Nor can there be complete confidence 
in a politician like Nasser who may be tempted 
from time to time to cover up failures of do- 
mestic policy by an international sensation. His 
act may not have the significance of Hitler's 
rearmament of the Rhineland, but on its own 
scale it could be a similar seed of trouble. 

The international character of the Suez Canal 
must be maintained by a firm international 
agreement. Mr. Lippmann suggests that the 
waterway might be put under United Nations 
control. U.N. action was one of the first solu- 
tions suggested in London. Khrushchev’s unwar- 
ranted statement may make this seem a little 
less desirable since Russia would have a voice 
in a ‘U.N. decision. Yet Russia is a major 
power and cannot be ignored. In the long run 


it will be better to work with her than to try 


to shut her out. 
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No Push to the East 


One enactment of the Eighty-fourth Congress 
is a venture in lily-gilding, and an expensive one. 
Congress added $12,000,000 to the five millions 
voted last year to move the facade of the na- 
tional Capitol 40 feet to the east and to make 
some other alterations. 

Congressmen e had their own private ideas 
of how to “improve” the famous building for 
years. Now they expect to get a few more hear- 
ing rooms and a lunch room and corridor by 
toying with the Capitol’s east facade—the his- 
toric setting for the inauguration of Presidents. 

Here the legislators are matching their esthet- 
ic judgment against that of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects. 

Moving the facade to a line even with the 
two Capitol wings would eliminate the forecourt 
and, as one eminent architect says, would make 
the dome Jess dqminant. Congress also ignored 
the sound advice of Joseph Hudnut, retired pro- 
fessor of architecture and dean of the School of 
Design at Harvard University, who said: 

History has harmonized a thousand im- 
perfections in the Capitol. We would do 
well, I think, to leave this building in the 
hands of that ingenious architect. Besides, 
we should then spare our descendants the 
trouble of improving our improvements. 

It is still possible that the architectural advis- 
ory committee for Capitol improvements might 
recommend against changing the east facade. 
A better defense of the Capitol could come 
from aroused citizens. Public opinion would 
cause Congressmen to think twice before any 
scaffolding marred the historic front designed 
by Latrobe and Bulfinch. 
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Early and Right 

Something new will be added to the polling- 
place paraphernalia in St. Louis county for next 
Tuesday's primary election. Voting machines 
will be universally employed throughout the 
county for the first time, and that fact ought 
to produce several changes for the good. For 
one thing, ballots will be counted accurately, 
and for another they will be counted swiftly.

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The Pathe Rooster’s Final Crow 


Pathe News, whose name has long been vir- 
tually a synonym for “newsreel,” is going out 
of business. Soon its cocky rooster will no 
longer crow for “The Eyes and Ears of the 
World,” which has proudly proclaimed since 
1900, “Sees All, Hears All.” This dying insti- 
tution was started by Charles Pathe, a French- 
man who produced his newsreel first in France 
and then in the United States. It became 
famous so quickly that youngsters around the 
freshly-turned century sometimes referred to 
their more bumptious associates as “Pathe 
News,” meaning “know-it-all.” 
w= *Features and comedies as well as newsreels 
were made by Pathe Studios. In 1929 a sultry 
siren named Jetta Goudal, who may perhaps 
best be described as Grandfather's Marilyn Mon- 
roe, sued Pathe for $90,000 for firing her as if 
she were a menial. The studio explained the 
actress was discharged for her temperamental 
outbursts, but the court decided that as an 
artist she was entitled to them. 


But it was: the newsreel] that was known best 
and longest. Pathe News came to St. Louis in 
1939 and filmed the whole zoo—or almost the 
whole zoo. It took pictures of the lion act, the 
young elephants shaving themselves, the goril- 
las and chimps, the polar bears diving for fish. 
The producers had had their hearts set on film- 
ing the force-feeding of the python, but the 
Hays Office ruled that out. Too dangerous.

Nearly every movie theater had a newsreel on 
nearly every program those days. “A comedy 
and newsreel rounded out the entertainment,” 
as earlier prototypes of Myles Standish were 
fond of saying in their reports. Business has 
been dropping since 1950 and several of the 
services more recently were operating at a loss. 
Fewer than half the 19,200 movie houses in 
operation now show newsreels.

The Suez Canal has been called “‘the 
richest ditch on earth.” The private 
company which has owhed and operat- 
ed it since 1869—La Compagnie Uni- 
verselle du Canal Maritime de Suez—is 
a unique survivor of the commercial 
giants of the last century. 

More than half its stock is owned by 
French families; not all by rich families 
but by descendants, as often as not, of 
the original subscribers. Suez stock is 
a treasured ssession in blocks of 
three or two shares, or even one. 

In contrast to this wide distribution, 
the British Government owns 44 per 
cent of. the stock. Prime Minister 
Benjamin Disraeli bought it from the 
unprincipled and overspent Khedive of 
Egypt in 1875. The price was 4,000,- 
000 pounds, borrowed from the House 
of Rothschild. The shares are worth 
more than 20,000,000° pounds today, 
and the annual dividend has not often 
fallen lower than 20 per cent of the 
original purchase price.

As Life Repeats Itself 


THE LONG VIEW. by Elizabeth Jane Howard. 

(Reynal & Co., 32! pgs., $3.75.) 

This rather unusual novel is based 
on an old and familiar theme: the re- 
capitulation of human experience with 
each generation. It suggests in depres- 
sing fashion that little more is to be 
expected of one life than repetition of 
another, with some variation to be 
sure, more often unpleasant than agree- 
able. In defense of his kind and him- 
self, the reader finds himself protest- 
ing that if the characters would just 
show sOme common sense and energy 
they might extricate themselves from 
the deadly pattern. Not Miss Howard's 
characters. They are too romantic, al- 
most decadent, moving about among un- 
realities. 

Where, oh where, is that novelist’s 
world in which everybody speaks in 
epigrams, infidelity 
is routine, women 
agonize over their 
pet dogs (or run- 
ning out of sleep- 
ing pills), men can 
always get away for 
illicit holidays on 
the coast? 

The unusual fea- 
ture of the story is 
that the author 
tells it backward. 
We see Antonia 
Fleming first as 

(3 she learns of her 
Elizabeth J. Howard daughter's misstep. 
Subsequent cha p- 
ters run hack into Antonia’s past. pick- 
ing out episodes significant in her de- 
velopment, as far back as her own first 
misstep. Reading in normal order we 
should have: Araminta, Antonia’s moth- 
er, to whom a silver crop for her charm 
bracelet was moré fmportant than the 
respect of her daughter; Antonia, once 
deceived by a bounder, betrayed for a 
life-time by a tyrant; and Deirdre, An- 
tonia’s daughter, who, one assumes, de- 
stroys herself by applying an easy solu- 
tion to-a hard problem. 

What Miss Howard seems to be say- 
ing that is even more disturbing than 
her. theme of “endless repetition” is 
that man suffers endlessly from inabili- 
ty to communicate with his fellows, 
from failure to create even a silent rap- 
port with those cldsest to him, from a 
separateness which is the very negation 
of human love. And that‘is a disturbing 
thought. 

The novel lacks distinction of style, 
although the writer is equal to her 
task.

Angina Pectoris 
By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


EAR Dr. Steincrohn: Would appreciate any information 
ES could give me on angina pectoris. Many thanks. 

Mrs, J.S.W. 

ANSWER: In capsule reply, here is the information 
you seek. Loosely defined, 
angina pectoris is a heart 
condition due to interfer- 
ence with the coronary cir- 
culation in the heart. Be- 
cause of insufficient blood 
supply to the heart muscle 
there is also a deficiency 
_ of oxygen. It is the lack of 
oxygen that causes the 
pain in the chest (and 
sometimes in the shoulder 
and arm), 

— In moderate cases, the 
DR. PETER STEINCROHN patient can exert within 
normal limits. However, if he eats a large meal and then 
walks quickly immediately after, he will have chest pain 
or Oppression that causes him to slow up or stop altogether. 
Such patients complain that they cannot walk well on a 
cold day, especially against a strong wind. 

As the condition progresses, very little exertion brings 
on attacks, Such patients need the help of nitroglycerin 
tablets dissolved under the tongue to terminate the chest 
discomfort. 

A patient may have angina and still have a normal 
electrocardiogram. Special tests like the two-step electro- 
cardiogram may bring out the abnormality. 

As for treatment: the patient should be under a doctor's 
observation and go in for periodic checkups and advice.

DEAR DR. STEINCROHN: Can you give me any in- 
formation on low blood sugar? Also low blood pressure? 
Thank you. Mrs. S.F. 

ANSWER: Low blood sugar is not an uncommon occur- 
rence.: It is often undiagnosed. Such patients may com- 
plain of fatigue and nervousness. Unless a special examina- 
tion of the blood is made for sugar content, these persons 
are told that they are just run down and nervous. When 
tonics and nerve sedatives do not help, the doctor usually 
has a blood sugar determination made. If the blood sugar 
level continues low, your doctor will prescribe the appro- 
priate diet. Contrary to common opinion the basis of such 
diets is not a high sugar intake. 

In rare instances severe grades of low blood sugar are 
due to a growth in the pancreas. When this is proved, the 
only treatment is operation. 

It is worth repeating that low blood pressure is noth- 
ing. to worry over. People who normally have a systolic 
pressure that runs about 90 or 100 should not concern 
themselves about it. In fact, according to insurance com- 
pany statistics, their outlook for long life is excellent. They 
will probably outlive their neighbors who have so-called 
normal pressures, 

Don't keep getting blood pressure readings because one 
reading was on the low side. And by all means, refuse to 
take “shots” that are guaranteed to bring your pressure 
up. We have no medicines that will “keep it up.” Besides, 
why try to raise your pressure when you are better off

This is the fourth of a series 
of articles condensed from the 
book, “Frogman,” the biography 
of Comdr. Lionel Crabb, to be 
published In August by Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. 


N THE spring of 1948 Lionel 

Crabb walked out of the de- 

mobilization center in Ports- 
mouth. He had desired to make 
the Royal Navy his career, but 
with peace the Navy grew small- 
er every month. It had no place 
for reserve officers om active 
duty. 

He settled in London, a man 
without money and without a 
trade. Occasionally, he picked 
up jobs diving for commercial 
interests. He acted as technical 
adviser on a film about the 
Royal Marines. He tried unsuc- 
cessfully to start a small print- 
ing business. He married’ The 
marriage did not last. 

Dusk came early on Jan. 12, 
1950, and then it was a particu- 
larly dark night. 

In the estuary of the Thames, 
the Swedish motorship Divina 
took a pilot on board and sailed 
on with a cargo of paraffin for 
Purfleet. At 7:50 p.m. there 
was a crunching forward and 
the ship lost way with a jerk. 
The ship’s floodlights were 
turned on, but there was no 
sign of the craft it had struck. 
Time passed before the captain 
of the Divina realized that the 
vessel he had sunk was not some 
small surface craft. 

The first officer of the Dutch 
steamer Almdijk heard shouting 
in the water above the sound 
of the Almdijk’s engines. ,A 
searchlight was switched on, the 
Almdijk sailed toward the 
shouting and its lights fell on 
five men struggling in the wa- 
ter. The skipper of the Almdijk 
picked them up, had them at- 
tended to and made his first 
signal to the shore at 8:49, but 
he did not immediately realize 
the extent of the disaster. Not 
until 9:15 was the skipper able 
to talk to the survivors, and 
then he made the signal which 
set Operation Subsmash in mo- 
tion: 

“H.M. Submarine Truculent 
sunk northwest Red Sands 
Tower between X.4 buoy and 
E. Piles buoy. Believe subma- 
rine has been in collision with 
the Swedish ship Divina. All 
ships please keep a lookout.”

T 10, when Crabb turned on 
Anis radio, he heard the first 

public announcement of the 
collision. The bulletin had very 
little detail. A Dutch steamer 
had picked up five survivors, 
including the Truculent’s cap- 
tain, who had been thrown clear 
from the bridge. The ship which 
had sunk the submarine had 
cruised up and down the area 
of collision, picking up eight 
survivors and two dead men. 
Two more men who had es- 
caped from the submarine on 
the bottom had been recovered 
alive. Thus 15 had been saved 
from a submarine with 79 men. 

He rang the duty command- 
er at the Admiralty, volun- 
teered his services, and was 
told to stand by. He rang the 
Admiralty Research  Labora- 
tory for permission to make 
the attempt. Jimmy Hodges, 
the other diver and camera- 
man at the Laboratory, also 
wanted to come, and he ar- 
ranged to collect their gear at 
Teddington and to drive into 
London. 

Before midnight Crabb’s of- 
fer had beer accepted and he 
was off by road on the 48-mile 
journey to Sheerness. 

There might be men sstill 
alive and trapped in the 
Truculent, in the control room 
beneath the conning tower— 
if they had managed to close 
the hatch in dime. To reach 
them Crabb and Hodges would 
have to anchor their boat right 
over the submarine. But the 
tide was running at a full three 
knots. With a tide of such force, 
they dared not risk using the 
distress buoy and its slender 
wire to the submarine as a 
mooring: the strain would be 
too’ great. If the wire snapped 
and the buoy were set adrift, 
the last chance of a quick dive 
to the Truculent would be lost.

When the tide slackened to 
a knot and a half, Hodges went 
down the shot rope and Crabb 
went down the anchor cable 
with the lamp. There were bad 
moments, with one hand off the 
cable in the traverse, when the 
water dragged his body back 
and out of line, but nearer the 
bed the current slackened and 
Crabb knew that he would get 
down. He reached the periscope 
standard and at last stood on 
the bridge of the Truculent. 
He felt his way to the outside 
of the control room and began 
the tap. He tapped on, but there 
was no response. 

He had to work his way aft 
to the engine room. escape 
hatch and there join up with 
Hodges. 

He found Hodges at the en- 
gine room escape hatch ex- 
amining the exterior of the 
escape hatch. The hatch was 
fouled, caught up inside the 
submarine, like a twisted trous- 
er leg. It was then that Crabb 
realized that he was running 
out of air. He had two air 
bottles, one on either hip. From 
force of habit he. closed the 
valve of the first, almost empty, 
air bottle with his left hand 
before he reached around with 
his right to open the valve of 
the second bottle. 

His right hand, covered with 
grease from the jumping wire 
he had traversed, slid round 
and round the second valve. 
Twice he thought he had 
enough purchase to crack it 
open, then his fingers went 
sliding on. With his left hand 
he tried to open the valve of 
the almost empty bottle which 
he had just closed. There might 
be just enough air left in the 
first bottle to take him to the 
surface. The fingers of his left 
hand slid on the valve. It had 
been easily closed, but now it 
refused to open. 

Crabb had no chance of mak- 
ing the surface alive without 
opening one of tit valves. The 
surface was about 50 feet away, 
through the current and the 
dark. The shot rope was out 
of reach. He had the lead from 
his sodium lamp as his only 
guide to the boat, up there in 
the air and the daylight. 
Aboard the launch, the crew 
saw the lamp lead tighten as 
it was tugged. Assuming that 
the diver wanted a longer lead, 
they slackened off the cable. 

Crabb felt it slacken, and 
still he tried to get up, using 
it as a guide. Anything to get 
up to the daylight—he was 
making the attempt instinctive- 
ly. He kept his right hand on 
the cable, while his left went 
sliding around the valve of the 
almost empty bottle of air as he 
made a last effort to open it. 
Suddenly the valve opened, 
and there was enough air to 
take him back to the surface. 
Hodges joined him later in the 
diving boat. 

Having established beyond all 
doubt that all survivors had 
left the Truculent, they re- 
ported what they had found 
and were thanked for their 
work. Their job was over. Soon 
standard divers would be able 
to descend and make a detailed 
examination of the hull.

N April 16, 1951, the Brit- 
0 ish submarine Affray disap- 

peared into the English 
Channel. The following day the 
Admiralty announced: 

“The submarine Affray has 
not surfaced as expected after 
diving while on exercise. No 
surfacing signal has been re- 
ceived and the present position 
is unknown.” 

Crabb heard the announce- 
ment and rang up the duty 
commander at the Admiralty, 
as he had rung when he heard 
of the Truculent. 

A midnight a motor torpedo 
boat took Crabb tothe Reclaim. 
If any man board the Affray 
was to survive, the submarine 
would have to be found very 
soon and any survivors . who
